He Rings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, hauing both by the iudgement and opi 


nion ofſundꝛp perſons ofſkil, and by diners trials and good experiments rec eined 

aduertiſement of great pꝛobabilities, and aſſured hopes of finding within His 
ARKealmes of England and lrcland, andthe Dominion of Wales, many rich Mynes of 
)) / Suuer andother Mettals hauingin them Sitner and Gold, which by His Maie⸗ 


and hauing retceiued diners Ouertures and Pꝛopolitions, foꝛ the diſcouering and 
. Wozking the lame , Hath been pleaſed (as in a matter of ſpeciall tmpoztance foꝛ the enriching of His 
Kingdomes) not onely to commend the lame to the ſerious conſideration of his pꝛiuie Counſell, but 


maturely toronſult and aduiſe thereon himſelfe, and in the end, after many and deliberate debatements 


thereof, hath, with the aduite of Hts pꝛiuie Counſell, reſolued vpon thele enſuing Articles, 

Firſt,that Leales foꝛ one aud twenty peeres (hall be made vnder the great Seale of England foꝛ any 
the ſayd Wynes,vnto ſuch as wil vndertake the lame, either in His Pateſties owne Lands and lople, o: 
in the Lands and ſoyle of any others within either of the ſayd Realmes 02 Dominion, extept the Coun⸗ 
tie of Cardigan. | 


Secondly, That foz encouragement ofthe laid Leſſecs,they ſhall hold the lame two peeres from the 
date of the ſaid Leaſes free from any rent oz payment to his Mateſtte. 

Thirdly, incaſe the ſaid Leflees ſhall diſcouer any luch Myne within the limits and bounds contey⸗ 
ned in their Leaſes, and after opening thereof, the Ueine ſhall bee found to runne into any other 
grounds adiatent, and being without the limits and boundscontained in the laid Leaſes, the Leſſees 
chau be enabled to follow and wozke after the ſame Ueine into all other plates (extepting Mynes ope⸗ 


ned by others in the lame ground into whichthe Ueine runneth befoꝛe the diſtouery made by ſuch Lel⸗ | 


 fees)alwayesallowing vnto luch owners and poſſeſloꝛs of the ground foꝛ the time being into which! 
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Ueine runneth, andis followed, double the value ofthe dammage they ſhallſaſteine any way, the lame 
to be valued by the two next Juſtites ofÞPeace; x in tale that by colour hereof any wꝛong be malitiouſly 
done, then further retompente to be ginen to the partie gritued vpon his complaint to the Kings Ma- 
ieſtp, oꝛ the Loꝛds of the pꝛiuie Counſell, as the quality of the cauſe ſhal merit. And the laid Leaſes ſhall 
tonteine ſuch other ample Pꝛuuiledges, Clauſes and Couenants as ſhall be fit, and may beſt encourage. 
the laid woꝛkes. 

Fourthly,to the intent the ſatd Mynes ſhall not lie vnpꝛolitable, as heretofoze.his Mateſties pleaſure 
is, That the laid Undertakers ſhall lo pzepare and begin their wozke with ſuch conuentent expedition, 
as that from the end ok two peeres akter the date of their Leaſes they ſhall allow and pap his Mateſty 
the pꝛopoꝛtion of Siluer and other Mettallhereafter mentioned, and (hall effectuallp pzoceede therein 
with ſuch competent ſtocke and number of wozkemen, as the ſituation, richneſſe and tondition of the 
Mynes (hall require, and ſhall yeeld to his Mateſtie from the end of the laid two peeres, the tenth part 
of all the Gold, Siluer, Copper, and Lead extracted and refined, which ſhall pꝛoteed oꝛ tome of the ſayd 
Mpnes. And foꝛ the moꝛe eaſe and expedition of ſuch as ſhall ſae foꝛ any ſuch Leales, the Loꝛd Trea⸗ 
ſurer and Chancelloz ofthe Exchequer within the Realme of England, oz either of them in the vacancy 
of the other ſhal and map, without other ſutt to his Maieſty, appoint the limits and bounds to be contat- 
ned in each mans Leale,and gine oꝛder accozdingly to his Maieſtics Attouruey gen erall. And his Ma⸗ 
ieſty in fauour to the owners ofthe lands, within which the Mynes are, is plealed that they, oꝛ ſuch as 
they ſhallnominate, be p:eferred to the ſayd Leaſes befoze all others, ſo as they attend the ſayd Loꝛd 
Trealurer oꝛ Chantelloꝛ, and take the lame within thꝛee moneths after the publiſhing of this his Roy- 
all Pꝛotlamation in the Countie where the ſayd lands lie. Andin tale they doe not attend and take the 
ſame within that ſpace,then ſuch perſons (hall vie ad mitted to takt Leaſes thereof, as ſhall firſt make 
ſuit fo2 the ſame.
